He is vigorous and impersonable About 
his approach to any problem. He is a "cool, calm and collective 
type of person." He speaks well and is articulate. He is 
"a loner" type of person, however, he does have a wide circle 
of friends on whom he is not dependent and who in tu r n are 
not dependent on him. He has made many professional and 
social contacts in the quest of his career. He has a sharp 
mind--one of the sharpest minds of all the astronauts. He 
is completely trustworthy and stable* His character and 
reputation are above reproach and his loyalty to his country 
unquestionable. No information of a derogatory nature 
concerning him has come to Mr. MATHEWS A attention nor does 
Mr. MATHEWS have any knowledge of any objectionable habits on 
the part of Mr. SHEPARD.

ALLEGED ALTERATION OF TELEVISION FILM.OF 
PRESS CONFERENCE WITH COMMANDER ALAIPSHEPARD

On 5-10-61, the Bureau received an 
allegation concerning a television film that was 
made at the press conference with Commander Alan 
Shepard following his space flight. The film 
was reportedly altered by erasing the answers 
which Commander Shepard gave and having an actor 
substitute other answers to the questions. The 
altered answers reportedly put Commander Shepard 
in an unfavorable light. 



Contacts with appropriate officials of 
leading news media in New York City did not develop 
any information concerning the allegations. Indi¬ 
viduals contacted indicated that they had no infor¬ 
mation concerning such alteration of a television 
film and added if this had been done it undoubtedly 
would have come to their attention. Many of the 
officials indicated their belief that the story 
might be a hoax.
